CAMERON CUBAN REPORT WAS READ OUT 


Senator Mills and Senator Morgan 
Made an Additional Report on 
the Situation. 


Washington, December 21.—No special ex- 
citement was manifested today either by 
senators or by the general public in the 
matter of the joint resolution acknowl- 
edging the independence of the republic of 
Cuba. The galleries were not occupied to 
the extent of two-thirds of their capacity. 
The proceedings were of a formal and un- 
interesting character. They consisted 
merely of reporting the joint resolution by. 
Mr. Cameron from the committee on for- 
eign relations and of the offering of various 
substitutes for it on the part of the sena- 
tors. 

Mr. Vest presented a resolution declaring 
that the exclusive power to determine when 
the independence of a foreign people strug- 
gling to establish a government for them- 
selves should be recognized is vested by 
the constitution not in the president of the 
United States, but in congress, and he 
gave notice that he would address the sen- 
ate tomorrow in swpport of that declara- 
ticn. 

Mr. Hill offered a substitute for the com- 
mittee joint resolution, declaring that a 
state of war exists in Cuba; according bel- 
ligerent rights to the Cwhans, and an- 
nouncing that the United States will pre- 
serve a state of neutrality between the bel- 
ligerents. 

Mr. Bacon, democrat, of Georgia, offered 
a resolution asserting that the question of 
recognition of any people as a free and 
independent nation is a question exclusively 
for the determination of congress and does 
not appertain ta the execufive depart- 
ment. 

And still another resolution was offered 
by Mr. Chilton, democrat, of Texas, de- 
claring that a condition of public war ex- 
ists between the government of Spain and 
* the government which has for some time 
been zmaintained by force of arms by the 
people of Cuba and that the United States 
will maintain a strict neutrality between 
the contending. parties, according to each 
all the rights. of belligerents in the ports 

These various resolutions and substitutes 
“were either laid on the table, with the for- 
eign relations committee report, or were 
referred to the committee on the judiciary. 
The whole subject, however, will be open 
to discussion tomorrow when Mr. Vest calls 
up his resolution. 

_ Additional Report Was Made. 
On behalf of himself and Senator Mills, 
Senator Morgan submitted an additional re- 
port on the Cuban question, which Mr. 
Morgan did not conclude until after he 
entered the chamber at noon. It indorses 
the action of the committee, but takes more 
advanced ground. Mr. Morgan submits 
as appendices to this report the report to 
the senate made by Slidell, in 1859; the 
speech of Senator Judah P. Benjamin on 
that report; the case of Cuba as presented 
to the state department by Palma, and that 
part of the president’s message relating to 
affairs in Cuba. 

Mr. Call’s resolution referring to the al- 
leged imprisonment of American citizens in 
Spanish penal settlements was passed. It 
directs the secretary of state to send to 
the senate a report of all naturalized citi- 
zens of the United States of whose arrest 
and imprisonment, trial or conviction, or 
- sentence, either to imprisonment at the 
penal colony of Ceuta or elsewhere, he has 
any information and that he’ shall inform 
the senate in such report of the persons 
now held in confinement at Ceuta and of 
the charges, briefly stated, on which they 
Were condemned, and the nature of the ev- 
idence, so far as the same appears on the 
ws of the state department. 

The senate, after a short executive ses- 
sion, at 3:20 p. m. adjourned until tomorrow. 
Hot Debate for Today’s Session. 
There is destined to be a pronounced 
contest between those senators favorable 
to the recognition of Cuban independence 
and those favoring the president. This 
was emphasized today when Senators Vest 
and Bacon submitted joint resolutions for 
the purpose of testing the opinion of con- 
gress as to which was supreme in the Cu- 
ban matter, the legislative or executive 

branch of the government. 

This question will come up tomorrow, 
when it is expected that Senator Vest will 
pay his respects to Secretary of State Ol- 
Ney in no uncertain manner. It was ap- 
parent today that there was much feeling 
' by many members of both bodies which is 
| indeed hostile to the president, because of 
- the attitude he will take in reference to 
the Cameron resolution.

Washington, December 21.—The report from the committee on foreign relations on 
the joint resolution acknowledging the independence of Cuba and offering the friend- 
ly offices of this government with Spain to bring to a close the war between Spain 
and the republic of Cuba was presented in the senate today. It is a document of 
very great length and deals thoroughly, though briefly, in fts opening with modern 
precedent of European intervention where independence was the issue involved, the 
committee having, as it report mentions, examined with care all the instances which 
— occurred during this century of peoplés claiming independence by right of re- 

The opening lines of the report state that congress at its last session, “after long 
and patient consideration, adopted with practical unanimity the view expressed by 
your committee that the time had come for intervention with Spain for the recogni- 
tion of the independence of Cuba. Spain having declined to listen to any representa- 
tion founded on an understanding between berself and the insurgents,and congress 
having pledged itself to friendly interventio n, the only question that remains to be de- 
cided is the nature of the next step to be taken with proper regard to the customs 
and usages of nations." 

With little further preamble the report than refers as its first instance a showing 
that “the modern precedents of European intervention where independence was the is- 
sue involved began with Greece” in the struggle which lasted from 1821 until 1827. 

Incidents of the struggle in which the Greeks fought for independence are concisely 
pointed out, traced until the period when the powers induced Turkey to consent to al- 
low her affairs to be discussed in a general conference and Russia insisted that the 
Greek insurrection should be included among the subjects of mediation. 

Following in regular order in its details of circumstances of EBuropean nations 
claiming independence on the ground of the right of revolution, the cases are men- 
tioned of Belgium against the Netherlands in 1830, where the king of Holland was 
coerced into accepting conditions opposed by the powers upon a show of armed hos- 
tility in November, 1832, by the government of France and England. The coincident 
rebellion in Poland in which the czar notified “the minister of the New French King 
Louis Philippe that he would tolerate no intervention in Poland, is given attention. 
Then follows in the series of European nations claiming independence, the recital of 
the deposail from the throne of Hungary of the Hapsburg dynasty, followed by the 
election of Louis Kossuth provisional president and the intervention of Russia on the 
ground that if she did so intervene Hungar.y would establish her independence. “This 
precedent,”’ continues the report, ‘tended to establish the right of every government 
to intervene in the affairs of foreign states whenever their situation should ‘tend to 
endanger its own safety or the political equilibrium on tts frontiers.’ As far as is 
known every other government in the world tacitly acquiesced in the establishment 
of this precedent." 

The report further states: ‘‘Besides the four precedents of Greece, Belgium, Po- 
land and Hungary, where new nationalitie? were in question, a much larger num- 
ber of interventions occurred in Europe in the process of disruption or consolidation 
which has, on the one hand, disintegrated the ancient empires of the sultan, of Spain, 
of the church, and, on the other hand, concentrated the systems of Germany, Russia 
and Italy.’’ ' 

Referring to the Ottoman empire, it is mentioned that since the year 1827, inter- 
vention in the affairs of the Ottoman empire has been so constant as to create a 
body of jurisprudence, anda long series of treaties on which the existence of all po- 
litcal systems of southeastern Europe seems to be more or less entirely based. 

Net only Greece, Montenegro, Roumania, Bulgaria, Roumelia, Servia and Egypt 
have been the creations of such intervention or the object of its restraints, but also 
Samos, Crete and even the Lebanon owe their legal status to the same source.

ciple Which wpon it rested, whatever that principle was. 

The treaty of Berlin in 1878 was a broad assertion of the right of the European 
powers to regulate the affairs of the Ottoman empire, but that really contains no 
statement of the principle of jurisprudence on which the right rests. 


Europe Has Invariably Practiced Interference. 


From this body of precedent it is clear that Burope has invariably asserted and 
practiced the right of interference, both collectively and separately, amicably and 
forcibly, in every instance, except that of Poland, where a European people had re- 
sorted to imsurrection to obtain independence. 

The report then continues with a description of the experience of Asia and 


America. 
“In regard to Asia, probably all authorities agree that the entire fabric of Eu- 


ropean supremacy, whether in Asiatic Turkey, Persia, Afghanistan, India, Siam or . 


China, rests on the right of intervention,” %& is remarked, after which follows a 
lengthy consideration of American events belonging to the subject the committee 
is considering. 

‘“‘America, both Nérth and South,” it is stated, “has always aimed to moderate 
Buropean intervention and to restrict its exercise.” 

The report epitomizes the history of the movement of the Spanish colonies in 
America for independence, resulting in President Monroe sending to congress his 
celebrated message of March 8, 1822, recomending the recognition of all the revolted 
colonies of Spain—Mexico, Colombia, Chili and Buenos Ayres. 

“These countries asked mo more. They based their claim on their independence 
de facto, and Monroe admitted its force. ‘The provinces,’ he added, ‘which have de- 
clared their independence and are in the enjoyment of fit ought to be recognized.’ 
In reality, it created the law, so far as its action went, and its legality was recog- 
nized by no European power and Spain protested vigorously. 

“From that day to this,”’ continues the report, ‘the American people have always 
and unanimously supported and approved the Monroe doctrine, They needed no 
reasoning to prove that it was vital to their safety.” 

The circumstances attending the recognition of Texas as an independent power 
‘are very closely reviewed in the report. 

Graphically then the report depicts the dangers that threatened the United States 
during the civil war ftom the intervention of England and France, and through the 
action of Louis Napoleon in sending an army to Mexico, after which it says: 

‘‘No serious question was again raised with any European power in regard to 
the insurrection or independence of their American possessions, until in 1869 a rebel- 
lion broke out in Cuba, and the insurgents, after organizing a government and declar- 
ing their independence, claimed recognition from the United States. 

“The government of the United States had always regarded Cuba as within the 
sphere of its most active and serious interest. 

“This right of intervention in matters relating to the external relations of Cuba, 
asserted and exercised seventy years ago, has been asserted and exercised at every 
crisis in which the island has been involved. 

“When the Cuban insurgents in 1869 appealed to the United States for recognition 
President Grant admitted the justice of the claim, and directed the minister of the 
United States at Madrid to interpose our good offices with the Spanish government in 
order to obtain by @ friendly arrangement the independence of the island. The story 
of that intervention is familiar to every member of the senate, and was made the 
basis of its resolution last session, requesting the president once more ‘to interpose his 
friendly offices with the Spanish government for the recognition of the independence 


of Cuba.’ 
Ready for the Consequences of «Good Offices.” 


‘“"The resolution then adopted by congress was perfectly understood to carry with 
it the consequences which necessarily would follow the rejection by Spain of friendly 
offices. On this point the situation needs no further comment. The action taken by 
congress in the last session was taken ‘on great consideration and on just principles,’ 
on a right of intervention exePcised twenty-seven years ago, and after a patient delay 

n history. 
yeas ster vas of he months which has elapsed since the action 
has proved the necessity of carrying it on to completion.”’ 

The report then goes on to argue that ‘the Cuban insurgents have a better status 
for recognition than had any of the revolted people named in the long chapter of 
precedents whose independence has become a fact. The only question that properly 
remains for congress to consider is — mode which shall be adopted for the step

ls anaene, pt United States entertains none but the friendliest feel- 
ings toward Spain. Its most anxious wish is to avoid even the appearance of an 
unfriendliness which is wholly foreign to its thought. For more than a hundred 
years, amidst divergence of clashing interests and under frequent and severe 
strains, the two governments have succeeded in avoiding collision, and there is 
no friendly office which Spain could ask which the United States, within the lim- 
is of its established principles and policy, would not be glad to extend. In the pres- 
ent instance it is actuated by an earnest wish to avoid the danger of seeming

New York City Was the Scene of the Liveliest Sympathy for 
the Insurgents Last Night==Gig Parade and a 
Monster Meeting Occurred==Colonel 
Ean Allen Made a String Ad= 
dress To Thos3 Present. 


New York, December 21.—Two great demonstrations in favor of struggling Cuba 
took place in this city tonight. One was a street parade of the organization called 
the Friends of Cuba. The other was a mass meeting at Cooper Union called by the 
Cuban League of the United States. Several thousand men took part in the street 
parade and many thousands more lined the sidewalks and cheered -enthusiastically 
along the line of march. The procession formed on East Highty-sixth and Eighty- 
seventh streets and marched by way of Third and Lexington avenues and Broad- 
way to Cooper Union. Franz Mayer, president of the organization, was grand mar- 
shal. The column was divided into ten battalions. An American flag was carried 
at the head of each battalion with two Cuban soldiers as escorts. A large number 
of transparencies were carried illustrating Spanish massacres. One showing the 
killing of ‘Maceo bore the title “Spain’s lattest triumph in murdering under the flag of 
truce.” Other inscriptions were: ‘‘Let congress act, the people will uphold congress,” 
‘“‘Americans for liberty and facts,’”’ “Remember Washington and Lafayette,” “Uphold 


the Monroe doctrine,” ‘‘Another star to the constellation of republics,”” “For God's 


sake stop the murder in Cuba,” “We die, but not surrender,”” “Viva Cuba libre,” 
“Join the American Friends of Cuba—our object is to assist the downtrodden Cubans 
and to prohibit Spain from committing further assassinations."’ 

Cooper Union was packed to the doors when the meeting of the Cuban League 
was called to order by its president, Ethan Allen, a lineal descendant of the general 
of the same name of revolutionary fame. : 4

Stirring Speech Made by President Ethan Allen. 

President Allen was greeted with cheers when he rose to speak. He said in part: 

“This immense and enthusiastic audience ts proof that the heart of our citizens 
still throbs tn harmony for any people struggling to be free. Further than this, it is 
proof that the American people do not breathe the air of cowards, although some of 
the government may. We are assembled tonight to uphold in other lands the cause 
for which Washington and his compatriots contended im this. If we are not will- 
ing to make some sacrifices to extend tht heritage of liberty, bequeathed to us 
from the storms of battle, we are unworthy to hold and enjoy it ourselves. 

“We assemble here tonight as Americans to declare that the independence of Cuba 
shall be recognized now. To delay is to make ourselves responsible for the further 
ruin and slaughter which will follow. Cuba has resolved upon freedom or extermina- 
tion, and, applauding her heroic energy, itis our duty to stay the assassins’ hand. 


With Spain: we have tried argument long enough. She is not amenble to reason, 80. 


we must resort to some other force. The time has come to stop our talking and to 
load our guns. We are animated with the hope that a brighter day is to dawn upon 
these struggling heroes of the Antilles. 

‘The Cuban League, which is here inaugurated, will labor on till from the Mount 
Sinai of our own invincible republicanism, we may thunder our command so that 
Spain shall hear, and hearing shall obey ‘let those Cubans go.’ 

A long preamble and resolutions breathing the spirit of President Allen’s speech 
were adopted. The concluding resolution is as follows: 

“Resolved, That the Cuba League of the United States, organized to diffuse the 
sentiments and to secure to Cuba by all legal means the inalienable rights of self gov- 
ernment, will labor on until its mission is accomplished. And in furtherance of its 
objects we ask that a copy of these resolutions as expressive of the sense of this 
meeting, be forwarded to the representatives of the people in congress and in the 
other branches of the government. 

Olney and Cleveland Caustically Criticised. 

General Bradley T. Johnson criticised the attitude of President Cleveland. 

At the conclusion of General Johnson’s speech Secretary Dr. de Sayas read let- 
ters from Senators Henry Cabot Lodge, John Morgan, Wilkinson Call, R. Q. Mills, 
S. M. Cullom, Thomas Dixon, Jr., and Governor Morton. All regretted their‘ inability 
to be present and speak for Cuba’s cause.

certain amount of notes each year would, 
in my opinion; be the most effectual and 
economical way to accomplish that object, 
it may be that so radical a measire would 
not receive the assent of .congress-in the 
present state of the public mind on. the 
subject, and if so, it-is submitted ‘that, 
at the very least, asithority should be given 
to retire and cancel a maximum amount of. 
notes each year when voluntarily presented 
by the holders and redeeméd in gold, and 
if the maximum amount fixed by congréss 
should be retired and canceled in any year 
by redemptions out of the gold reserve, the 
secretary of the treasury shouki be clothed 
with authority to apply to that purpose 
any surplus funds in the treasury, and in 
addition, if necessary, to issué the charac- 
ter of bonds above described to sufficient 
amount to comply with the provisions of 


the law. 
To Cut the Currency. 

“The adoption of such a policy would 
give immediate assurance of a purpose to 
return within a reasonable period to a safe 
and elastic currency system, and would 
remove much of the doubt and uncertainty 
which thave for many years disturbed the 
public mind and embarrassed the business 
of the people and the operations of the 
government. No sudden or large contrac- 
tion of the active currency could result 
from the execution of such a plan, be- 
cause the redemptions would be made 
from time to time with money already 
withdrawn from circulation and held in 
the treasury, except in cases where it 
might become necessary to issue and sell 
bonds in order to make the redemptions 
correspond to the amount required or au- 
thorized; and in all such cases contrac- 
thon could be easily prevented by selling 
the bonds abroad and thus adding their 
proceeds to our domestic stock of money.’’ 

Continuing, he says: 

“Whatever plan may be finally adopted 
for the retirement of United States notes 
and treasury notes, it will fail to afford 
compjete protection to tthe government 
against demands for gold in the future, 
unless it includes a provision relieving the 
treasury from the obligation to redeem 
national bank notes, except such as are 
worn, mutilated, or defaced, and the notes 
of failed banks, or requires these institu- 
tions to keep their 5 per cent redemption 
fund in gold and to deposit gold coin for 
the. withdrawal of bonds when circulation 
is to be surrendered or reduced.” 

Makes a National Bank Play. 

Mr. Carlisle renews his recommendation 
for such amendments to the national bank- 
ing laws as would permit the issue of cir- 
culating notes equal in amount to the 
face value of the bonds deposited and re- 
duce the tax on notes to one-fourth of 1 
per cent per annum, and that authority be 
given to establish branch banks for the 
transaction of all kinds of business now 
allowed except the issue of circulating 
notes. 

Taking up the question of revenue and 
quoting figures and the yearly deficiency, 
the secretary says: 

“But unléss our annual receipts are in- 
creased by improved business conditions, 
or our annual expenditures are reduced, a 
time will arriv@ when provisions must be 
made for an additional revenue; and, if 
the expenditures of the government shall 
be increased by acts of congress, the neces- 
sity for such a measure will arise earlier 
that the present situation seems to indi- 
cate. In view of this possible contingency, 
it will not be inappropriate to submit a 
few suggestions concerning the general pol- 
icy to be adopted in making the provision 
to meet the future necessities of the gov- 
erntment. 

“For more than a century our tariff legis- 
lation has been designed, to a great extent 
at least, to accomplish objects other than 
the raising of revenue for public purposes. 
The protection of capital invested in our 
native industries and the protection of labor 
employed in the United States against the 
competition of the products of foreign in- 
dustries and foreign labor have been al- 
leged as the paramount objects in many 
cases, and urged as a justification for the 
progressive increases of tariff taxes and 
commercial restrictions, when revenue was 
not needed, or when the rates imposed were 
made so high as to reduce the revenue. 

“In other instances, revenue duties have 
been abolished im order that protective du-

“It is not claimed that absolute equality 
in the distribution of burdens of taxation

“That the clearing house committee, af- 
ter calling to their aid such other persons 
as ‘they may desire, be requested to formu- 
late a plan which will enable creditors of 
the National Bank of Illinois to avail 
themselves of the offer of the associated 
banks to make advances by way of loans 
to said creditors to the extent of 75 per 
cent upon properly proven claima.”’ 
Statement from Comptroller - Eckels. 

Washington, December 21.—Comptroller 
Eckels today, in a statement regarding the 
failure of the National Bank of Illinois, 
of Chicago, says: 

“The failure of the bank is due to inju- 
dicious, reckless and imprudent methods 
followed by the officers, and mot checked 
by the directors, though their attention had 
been individually called to the same and 
over their idividual signatures they had 
promised to remedy the weak points in the 
bank’s condition. 

“The largest source of failure is the 
bank’s holdings of. the Calumet Electric 
Street Railway stock, the full amount of 
which cannot now be stated, for it is dis- 
covered that a part of such holdings was 
not made to appear.on the books, but was 
concealed in another account. This and 
other large and doubtful loans had been 
called by special letter to the attention of 
the officers and directors and specific im- 
provement promised a year since. 

“In June last, on the surface, there had 
been made an improvement, but when Bank 
Examiner McKeon, ok November 30th, ex- 
amined the bank he found that the books 
showed that the loan to the Calumet Elec- 
trict Company and other similar loans had 
been increased and the promises of officers 
and directors had not been carried out. 
Upon this report I prepared a letter, ad- 
dressed to the président and directors, 
which I sent to the examiner on December 
lith to read to them at a meeting called 
for this purpose, 

“This letter reviewed at length the condi- 
tion of the bank and the failure of the 
promises made to be fulfilled. It empha- 
sized the position taken by this office that 
a decided and radical change had to be at 
once made and notified the directors to 
take immediate steps to put the bank in 
condition. The letter was presented to the 
directors with a full and complete analysis 
on the part of the examiner of the matters 
in the bank demanding attention. 

On Saturday I received notice from the 
examiners that rumors of the bank’s con- 
dition had reached the clearing house com- 
mittee and they desired to have his report 
read to them. .I ordered it to be done, but 
suggested that before doing so he see the 
officers of the National Bank of Illinois and 
obtain ir acquiescence.

Such a Motion Hes Been Made in the: 
Case of Loyd James. 


HE SHOT HIS BOTHER-IN-LAW 


Story of the Defense That He Made 
Before the Jury—Thirty Grounds 
Will Be in the Motion. 


A motion for a new trial has been made 
by the attorneys of Loyd James, who was 
tried before Judge C. G.* Janes, of the 
Douglas superior court, last week, charged 
with the murder of Edward McKelvey, 
who was his brother-in-law: The trial was 
an exciting one, and attracted quite a 
g00d deal of attention both on account of 
the murder itself and on account of the 
prominence of the two families. - 

The first ballot taken by the jury after 
they had retired showed that five of them 
stood for acquittal, while the remaining 
seven were for conviction. After remaining 
out for fourteen hours they brought in a 
verdict of guilty with a recommendation 
for mercy. One of the remarkable features 
about ‘the trial was that both of the fami- 
lies which were concerned in the trial, the 
James and the McKelveys, are not only 
prominent in Douglas county, but they 
have been intermarrying for a number of 
years and are connected with almost every- 
one in the county. 

This led many ‘to believe that great 
difficulty would be experienced in selecting 
a jury, but, strange to say, the task was a 
very Nght one, the twelve men being se- 
cured in a very short time after the call- 
ing of the case. It is now said that one of 
the jurymen had committed himself be- 
fore the trial, saying that James was un- 
doubtedly guilty and should be hanged, 
and this is one of the grounds that is set 
forth in the motion, 

Twenty-one grounds have already been 
mentioned in the motion for a new trial 
and it is claimed that by the time for the 
hearing of the motion, which is the iith 
of February, nine more will have been 
added. Another motion has been made to 
arrest the judgment in the case. This mo- 
tion was made on account of several de- 
fects in the bill of indictment, and no 
date has yet been set for the hearing. Both 
of these motions will be heard by Judge 
Janes, who tried the case. 

The testimony of Mr. Charles McKelvey 
and his wife, who were the parents of Ed- 
ward McKelvey, the murdered man, dif- 
fered materially from that which was 
recorded by the stenographer at the coro, 
ners inquest, James's attorneys Claim. 

As soon as this had become known an in- 
vestigation was started. The stenographer 
swore that he had taken the testimony 
down the best he could and thought that 
it was correct, but that he would not swear 
to it. Both Mr. McKelvey and his wife 
swore that they were certain that the 
stenographer had erred. Judge Janes then 
ruled out the testimony that had been 
submitted to tthe coroner’s jury. 

In his statement before the jury in the 
trial just ended, Loyd James said that he 
and his wife had eloped quite a number of 
years ago. For a time they had lived 
happily together, but she soon grew tired 
of him and made his life a burden. She 
wanted him to move nearer to her father, 
who lived in Douglasville, and he told her 
that her father did not Hke him and that 
he thought it was best to remain where 
they were, which was some miles distant. 

She persisted in her desire, however, 
until the subject became unbearable to 
him, and finally they separated on that 
point, she taking the children and return- 
ing to the house of her father and he re- 
maining at his home. After a time mutual 
friends succeeded in patching up a settle- 
ment of their difficulties and he moved 
within a half-mile of her father’s house 
and she returned to him. 

They soon, however, had difficulties about 
other and trivial matters until one night 
he returned to his home and found that he 
had been deserted by his wife. He said 
nothing to the neighbors, however, and 
cooked his own meals. The next night 
when he came home he found that his wife 
had returned and was, when he came in, 
sitting by the fire reading the paper. She 
made no move toward greeting him, he 
says, and he did not address her, but pre- 
pared his own supper. 

After his meal he tried to make up and 
began by asking her to read for him, so 
he said. She replied that she would not 
read ‘to such a thing as he was. He then 
Slapped the paper, whereupon she got 
angiry and told him that she had been ad- 
vised by ‘her family to leave him and 
that she intended doing so. She told him 
that he need not consider her his wife any 
longer, for she did not love him longer and 
intended never doing anything else for 
him. 

He then got angry himself and slapped 
the paper out of her hand. She jumped up, 
and hitting him in the back, started to 
choke him, when he caught her by the 
hair and forced her to discontinue her at- 
tack upon him. She then said that she 
would go home and bring her father and 
brother back to kill him. She went out 
and he sat down by the fire. After a time 
he heard voices on the south side of the 
house. 

He immediately went to the door, which 
is on the west side of the house, to in- 
vestigate and as he did so Edward Mc- 
Kelvey appeared at the door, which is on 
the east side, and with an oath said that 
he had come to kill him. James reached 
for his gun (a double-barreled shotgun) 
in order to protect himself, but McKelvey 
jumped back into the darkness. James 
then saw old man (McKelvey, Mrs. Mc- 
Kelvey and his (James) wife coming to- 
mard him at the front of the house. 

He had gone some little distamce into the 
front yard, but when he saw the party he 
began retreating Old man McKelvey had 
a knife in his hand and said that he had 
come to see why James had beaten his 
wife. McKelvey then began to advance. 
James told him not to crowd him or he 
would get shot an@ at the same time 
pointed the gum at his father-in-law. Mc- 
Kelvey told him to put up the gun and 
that they would all go into the house and 
reason over the matter. 

Edward McKelvey then appeared in the 
rear of James with an open knife in one 
hand and an ax in the other. He told 
James that if he beat his sister Emma, 
which is the given name of Mrs. James, he 
would kill him. He raised the ax as if to 
strike and James shot him, the load of 
shot entering the left side of the neck. 
Such was the story of James which he 
told before the jury at his trial. 

He is the third cousin of District At- 
torney Joe James, who defended him in 
the trial. .

Indiana’s Phenoménal Record: 

The political history of Indiana fur- 
nishes a very interesting study. 

Although the Hoosier State has par- 
ticipated in twenty presidential con- 
tests, since first entering the sisterhood 
of American commonwealths, she has 
east her vote on the losing side only 
four times. There is no other state in 
the union which can boast of a similar 
record. ; 

In 1824 the vote of Indiana was given 
to the losing candidate, and also in 
1828, 1848 and 1876, but with these ex- 
ceptions the state has always named 
the winning candidate. 

James Monroe, Andrew Jackson, Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison, James K. Polk 
and James Buchanan all received the 
vote of Indiana in their respective races. 
In 1860 Mr. Lincoln captured the state 
from the democrats, and again im 1864 
secured the electoral vote.

un, JENKINS REVIEWS THE HOUSE'S LABOR 


Says the Session of 1897 Will Be an 
Important One and Enumerates 
Questions To Come Up. 


At the request of The Constitution Hon. 
H. A. Jenkins, speaker of the. house of 
representatives, gives his view of the 
work of the house in the following sitate- 


ment: ; 

In response to your request that I 
give an expression of my view of the 
work of the house of representatives 
during the session just closed, I can say 
that I look with .pride upon the record 
made. It was a matter of congratula- 
tion and pleasure to me that the mem- 
bers ‘were bent on making the session a 
creditable one and they lent every ef- 
fort in aiding the officers to properly 
conduct the busimess of the session. 
Personally I am- very much gratified 
with the record made by the house 
over which I had the honor to preside 
and tt will always be a fond recollec- 
tion to recall the kind expressions and 
assistance tendered me by the members. 
Every representative seemed to ap- 
preciate the responsibilitv of his office 
and worked for the public good. And 
during my many years’ service in the 
house I have never seen a better lot of 
men nor a body containing as many 
who give promise of great things in 
the future. Although the house might 
be termed cone’ of new members, they 
quickly learned the rules and practice 
of legislative bodies and were able to 
properly look afrer their measures, 
adding materially to the success of the 
session by insisting on the passage of 
such measures as are for the general 
interest. df the people and yielding 
private opinion in order to. save un- 
necessary delay in the transaction of 
necessary business. 

It was one of th& proudest moments 
of my life when the house kindly hon- 
ored me with the assurance that my 
Tulings had been uniformly courteous 
and fair and I am happy in the thought 
that in the heat of discussion and 
party strife I was able to win the 
friendship of the representatives of all 
members.

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part of the session of actual legislative 
work was the consideration ot the 
general. appropriation and tax bills and 
.-measures:of a local nature. Few bii's 
of a general character of. unusual im-: 
portance were acted upon by reason of 
the fact that the work of the session 
Was necessarily confined to the con- 
sideration of the bills mentioned and a 
few other measures which were urgient. 
The first part of the session was de- 
voted to settlement of the several con- 
tests for judge and solicitorships and 
the election of a United States senator. 
Several weeks were taken um in caucus 
work and little legislation of the ordi- 
nary run could be shaped during that 
time, When the matters mentioned had 
been disposed of it was then too late 
in the session to take up the several 
important subjects relating to the con- 
vict system, the election laiws, the pro- 
hihition question and other matters 
which it was expected that the assem- 
bly would pass wpon at the session 
just closed. Pv reason of the post- 
ponement of all these matters the ses- 
sion of 1897 will necessarily be a busy 
one and it will be a season of hard 
work if all the business is disposed of. 

In cBnclusion I desire to express the 
belief that the work of the general as- 
sembly at its session which has just 
been broucht to an erd will, upon the 
whole, meet with the approval of the 
people generally and that the session 
will be recorded as one replete with 
patriotic acts and endeavor by the 
members. There are many  bdright 
young men in the house and I predict 
for some of them eminent success in 
the near future. The session adjourned 
with the best of feeling and friendship 
among the members.

It was next to 
the last. meeting to be held by the present 
body and the rush of work was saved over 
to the next session. When the municipal 
assembly of 1897 is organized it will have 
Several matters of importance left over by 
the present council. Its first duty will be 
the election of a superintendent of elec- 
tricity, who is to serve for the term of one 
year.

Maddox, “nothing but minor matters were 
attended to yesterday afternoon. 

The regular order wf business was sus- 
pended and Mayor King took the chair 
when the nomination of candidates for the 
water board was called for. Only three 
nominations were placed before council. 
Major John Fitten was named to succeed 
Mr. M. R. Torbett in the sixth ward, Mr. 
George W. Harrison to succeed Mr. George 
Winship in the: fifth, and Mr. Albert Howell 
to succeed himself in the seventh. 

Nominations wéere bunched and the mem- 
bers of the council voted on the three 
names at one time. There were no other 
candidates and Messrs. Howell, Harrison 
and Fitten were declared elected by unan- 
imous vote. . 


Resolutions on Mr. Bell. 

Before the regular affairs of the session 
were taken up a communication was read 
from the mayor notifying the council in a 
formal manner of the death of Councilman 
Bell and expressing ‘this personal grief at 
the loss to the city. Immediately afterwards 
the following resolutions were introduced 
by Councilman Day and adopted by a ris- 
ing vote: 

“Whereas, The mayor and general council 
of the city of Atlanta have learned with 
deep pain of the decease of our brother 
councilman and fellow citizen, W. S. Bell; 
and, 

‘“‘Wheras, The death of our brother is a 
great loss to this body, as well as the 
community at large; and, 

“Whereas, For months past we have been 
deprived of his wise council and warm co- 
operation in the administration of the city 
government; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, By the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That we ten- 
der to the bereaved familyof our deceased 
brother and fellow townsmen our heartfelt 
sympathy in this their great loss. 

‘Be it further resolved, That this resolu- 
tion be spread upon the minutes of the 
council proceedings and that a copy thereof 
be sent to the family of the deceased, 
and that the same be published in the daily 
city papers.”’ 

No Fenders for Street Cars. 


There will be no haw passed by the city 
council requiring the street railways to 
place fenders on their cars. The matter 
has been before the city council in some 
shape for nearly two years and yesterday 
afternoon was finally disposed of, although 


. there was an effort to have the matter car- 


ried over to the next assembly. 

The committee on street and other rail- 
ways made report stating that they had 
examined into the question and had arrived 
at the decision that up to this time no 
style of fenders had been invented which 
were practicable and which would stand 
the wear and tear on Atlanta streets. With 
this in view the committee decided to make 
an adverse report. 

This brings to conclusion a question over 
which the council has been fighting for a 
long while. At the time of the accident 
on Pryor street, when a young man was 
killed while on a bicycle, the matter was 
agitated and there were those who were in 
favor of pressing the question of fenders tq 
a quick decision. The matter was taken 
up before the council and referred to the 
committee on street and other railways, 
the report of which was filed yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

Preacher for Prisoners. 

A communication was read fgom J. Mi. 
Reed, .stating that he had bé@n holding 
services with the county prisoners. It was 
suggested that he receive the Christmas 
remuneration usually given the man who 
did these spiritual duties for the county. 
Mr. Hugh Inman thought it best to investi- 
gate and stated that the matter, in his 
opinion, should be referred to the committee 
on prisons. After much argument the ques- 
tion was left to the committee on finance 
and prisons. 

Fake Jewelry Connoisseurs. 

In the discussion of a report of the license 
committee to require peddlers of jewelry to 
register with the tax committee and pay in 
a registration fee of $100 per annum several 
members of the council proved themselves 
good judges of fake jewelry and the meth- 
ods employed by the sellers thereof. An 
adverse report had been rendered by Alder- 
man Colvin and it was upon the discussion 
of this that the matter came up.

The legislature was only asked for suf- 
fictent funds to defray the actual expenses 
of drayage on the exhibit in Atlanta and 
Nashville and for paying the salaries of 
guards to look after the exhibit during the 
exposition and a special commissioner. The 
state has a good collection of exhibit ma- 
terial and with that and donations and 
volunteer help from the people of the state 
it was expected that a proper exhibit could 
be made if the legislature would set aside 
sufficient money to meet the actual ex- 
penses. Now that it failed to do so other 
means must be devised and nothing will be 
left undone to arrange the matter. 

The centennial people and the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Railway Com- 
pany have offered flattering inducements 
to the state to make an exhibit and if 
enough money can be raised the offers will 
be accepted. The railroad company has 
agreed to transport the exhibit free of 
charge and the exposition company will 
allow the use of sufficient space without 
cost to the state. The company has prom- 
ised to reserve room for Georgia, and those 
behind the movement to make an exhibit 


the centennial officials as early as possible 
if the state will use the space allotted. 
What Governor Atkinson Says. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 
Governor iAitkinson said the thought it 
would be ruinous for the state to be un- 
represented at the exposition. He thinks 
the exposition will be a creditable one and 
that it will be visited by thousands of 
people from every section of the south and 
the country and that if Georgia sends a 
proper exhibit it will be a great advertise- 
ment for ‘the state. ; 

“Our Tennessee (friends fully expect 
Georgia to do her part in helping them 
to make the exposition a success because 
Tennessee was ‘well represented at our 
Cotton States and International exposi- 
tion,” said the governor. ‘An exhibit that, 
will be creditable and of material benefit 
to the state in the way of calling atten- 
tion of the exposition visitors to Georgia’s 
resources and industrial advantages can 
be made at Nashville at a small cost and 
I sincerely hope something will be done 
looking to that end. 

“Tt would be a calamity for the people 
of Georgia to fail to send an exhibit and 
representative to the centennial, and our 
state would be looked upon as inactive 
and selfish in view of the fact that our 
enterprises have been supported and en- 
couraged by sister states in the past. The 
people of Tennessee are very much in- 
terested in the success of the centennial 
and they look to sister states to help 
them, and Georgia should do her share in 
that respect. When the gerféral assembly 
reconvenes in February we will ask per- 
mission to send the state’s exhibit now in 
the capitol to Nashville and there can 
cortainly be no objection, as no expense 
will be incurred by the state.’’ 

Colonel Nesbitt Talks. 

Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, commissioner of 
agriculture, evas greatly interested in the 
matter and he, too, was disappointed at 
the failure of the state to set aside the 
small amount asked for necessary to make 
a proper exhibit. He says it would accrue 
to the advantage and prosperity of the 
state to send a good display and that he 
stands ready to lend any aid tn his power 
to further the purpose in view.

_ wl Howard and W. R. Hendrix, two 
_¢itizens of Heard county, were convicted 

yesterday of retailing and distilling, and 

gach was bound over in the sum of $200, 
which they were able to give. Howard 

made an unusual request of Commissioner 

Proyles just after he had been convicted 
- py asking that he be sent to jail. : 

“Just send me down to jail, judge,” said 
the moonshiner, “I ain't got no money to 
get home on, and I had just as well be in 

' jail as to be in Atlanta without money.” 

The prisoner’s uncle furnished bail for his 

-yelative, and both men left the commission- 
e's office together. Howard and Hendrix 
were captured in Heard county last Sat- 
urday night by a posse of revenue officers. 
The officers had received information that 
a still was being operated in that county, 
near the line of Carroll and last Saturday 
afternoon they left the dity and arrived at 
the still just after nightfall. No one was 
at the still, but the fire in the furnace 
was burning and the officers saw their men 
had just left. The officers followed the 
men to a little house and found Howard 
and Hendrix in bed. Under their bed was 
a lot of whisky, which was seized and de- 
stroyed by the officers. 
_ Howard ran out of the house as the offi- 
' cers entered and climbed the fence, but was 
' overtaken by one of the posse and arrested. 
' They both claimed they were not guilty, 
but when taken down to the still they 
| begged the officers not to destroy it. The 
' still was comparatively new and had a ca- . 
pacity of 100 gallons. 

James and Ed Cook, two men of Campbell 

' county who were arrested a few days ago 
while at work in a still below Red Oak, 
were tried yesterday before Commissioner 
Broyles and both were convicted, and in 
default of bond, were sent to jail. 

Dude Murphy and Jim McBurnett, of 
Carroll county, were tried yesterday on the 
charge of retailing spirituous liquors, but 
the evidence against them was very weak 
and they were discharged and the warrants 
were dismissed. 

Three moonshine cases have been set for 
a hearing this morning, and other moon- 
shiners who have been recently arrested 

-will probably be tried today. 

Until after the Christmas holidays Com- 
missioner Broyles will have his hands 
full investigating cases that are brought 
by the revenue officers. All of the officers 
are unusually busy, and much information 
is ‘ * received at the custom house in 
regard to the operation of stills in the 
northern and western parts of the state. 

The moonshiners are quite active just at 
this season of the year, and are making 
their Christmas whisky. Several raids have 
been planned for this week, and a number 
of arrests are expected. a

Baltimore, Md., December 18.—(Special.)— 
It is reported on What appears to be good 
authority that the Seaboard Air-Line rail- 
road is seriously considering the renewal 
of the old effort to complete the link be- 
tween Athens and Augusta, and it is said 
that negotiations are now on foot looking 
to the building of that line at a date as 
early as practicable. 

While nothing definite has been done as 
yet, there is no doubt about the fact that 
the Seaboard people have been negotiating 
lately with parties closely identified with 
the effort to build this connection; and 
whether or not it is the purpose of the 
Seaboard to build independently or to get 
back of those who have been interested 
in this enterprise, it is impossible to say. 
That the movement has been put on foot 
again, however, is certain. 

Should this link be built it would put 
Augusta reventeen miles nearer Atlanta 
than by the present nearest direct route, 
the Georgia railroad. The survey has been 
carefully made; and the fact that the route 
proposed by the Seaboard from Atlanta to 
Athens and from Athens to Augusta short- 
ens the distance to Augusta has had, it is 
said, considerable weight with the Sea- 
board people. Should the line be built, 
Atlanta would thus have the advantage 
not only of another line to Augusta, but it 
would receive the benefit of the water’ 
rates between Augusta and Savannah, thus 
giving Atlanta virtually another direct 
freight line to Savannah, while, by the pro- 
posed connection with the South Carolina 
and Georgia railroad at Augusta, another 
direct route to Charleston would be ob- 
tained. 

Efforts have been made to induce the 
Seaboard people to tak@up the old Chatta- 
nooga and Augusta project and build di- 
rect from Chattanooga via Athens to Au- 
gusta. It is said, however, ‘that this will 
not be considered; though should the link 
between Athens and Augusta be built by 
the Seaboard, there is no doubt that in 
time that between Chattanooga and 
Aithens would be pushed to completion, if 
not by the Seaboard, at least by friendly 
interests. Now that the Northeastern raill- 
road is to be sold by the state, it is possi- 
ble that it may form a part of the link to 
Chattanooga, though it is said that this is 
& matter with which the Seaboard will 
have nothing to do. 

The building of the link between Athens 
and Augusta would, it is said, open one of 
the. best sections of Georgia to the Sea- 
board, and as the line so opened would 
form part of the most direct rgute be- 
tween Atlanta andi Augusta, it is highly 
probable that there is something in the 
rumor. If the Seabcard people are not di- 
rectly interested in the movement they are 
at least in close touch with somebody 
who is.

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The midwinter meeting of the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs took place 
in Atlanta Saturday morning at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. W. B. Lowe, president of 
the state federation. The meeting was a 
most enthusiastic one and the various 
reports given developed the fact that the 
greatest progress had been made in the 
club movement, even since the organiza- 
tion of the state federation in O-tober. 
The twenty-one clubs represented ia the 
federation embrace a body of women now 
including “a membership of 850. They are 
rapidly systematizing their organizations 
‘according to the rules and regulations of 
the National Federation, and the club 
women of Georgia at the next meeting of 
the national federation will send one of 
the largest delegations yet sent by any 
southern state. 

It could hardly be said just at present 
how very much has been accomplished by 
the Georgia federation, but it is safe to 
say that the impetus given by the club 
movement has not only inspired the wo- 
men of the state to interest themselves in 
higher education and advancement, but 

has inspired an interest in the entire 
educational system of the state that can- 
- mot fail to bring about the most favorable 
results. 


At the meeting of the executive board of 
the State Federation Saturday Mrs. W. B. 
Lowe presided and there were present 
Mrs. J. Lindsay Johnson, first vice prest- 
dent; Miss Flisch, of Milledgeville, second 
vice president; Miss Rosa Woodberry, cor- 
responding secretary; Mrs. Eugene Heard, 
of Elberton, recording secretary; Mrs. 
Enoch Calloway, of LaGrange; Mrs, Coch- 
rane, of Barnesville; Mrs. Robert Park, of 
Macon; Miss Van Buren, of Augusta, and 
Miss Alice Moore, of Dalton. 

© first business transacted by § the 
board was to outline the work, to be un- 
dertaken by the various clubs of the fed- 
eration, and it was unanimously decided 
to make education the principal object of 
the federation work. 

The higher advancement of their sex be- 
tng the chief object of the club women, 
their first study wil be the investigation of 
the best educational systems, and the ad- 
vantages or disadvantages the educational 
system of their state may present in com- 
parison with those of other states. They 
reasonably contend that women to hold the 
positions to which they have the right, 
should be capacitated by education to fill 
them. In their attitude of - investigation 
and their study of the educational system 
of the state the women of the Federation 
do not presume to affect a reform or sug- 
gest that such is necessary, but merely 
lend their interest and influence as a body 
to any movement that would fncrease the 


educational advantages afforded by Geor- : 


gia or encourage their progress. 

In view of the subject a committee of 
education was appointed. with Mrs. Rob- 
ert Park, of Macon, as chairman. 

Mrs. Park may be mentioned as one of the 
most prominent educators and a woman of 
unusual mental! ability and culture. As M'‘ss 
Stuart, she was well known and popular in 
Atlanta, and is eminently qual'‘fied for the 
chairmanship conferred upon her. Bes‘de 
this general committee, of which Mrs. 
Park is chairman, there will be sub-com- 
mittees appointed from each of the twen- 
ty-one clubs represented in the state fed- 
eration. 

The duty of these committees will be to 
investigate the educational system of their 
town and vicinity, and to report at stipu- 
lated times to the general committee on 
educat'on, whatever their observations 
may be. 

The club seal and motito as decided upon 
by the executive board is that of the state: 
“Justice, Wisdom and Moderation.’ Its 
selection is not only a patriotic act on the 
part of the enthusiastic twomen of the 
state, but typifies the spirit of conserva- 
tism that the state federation adopts as its 
leading principle. 

To bring about a fraternal and so@ial in- 
tercourse, considered invaluable in the 
harmony of any organization, it was de- 
cided to have a ‘‘field day’’ at some time 
@uring the month of June at Warm 
Springs. The reunion on that occasion w'll 
“be a purely social gathering and will be 
the means of assembling some 700 women 
representing the education and culture of 
the state.

Letter Written by John Floyd, Who 
Was Present When Adams 
Went Out. 


on, Me., December 19.—(Special.)— 
Beg of March, 1829, marked the Dre 
ginning of a new and important era in the 
history of this nation In regard to political 
methods, public policy and a great stride 
in national prosperity and progress. 

On that memorable March morning, s/x-

Unlike several other of our soldier pres- 
idents, Jackson entered the white house 
with the prestige of civil, as well as mill- 
tary experience, inasmuch as he had been 
a member of the national house and sen- 
ate and of the superior rourt of Tennessee, 
his adopted state. That he was eminently 
fitted for the stormy elght years of his 
administration, both by nature and trair- 
ing, the nation s00n came to know. In- 
deed, the sagacity, energy and promptness 
with which he grappled the questions re- 
lating to office holders, the United States 
bank, high tariff, nullification, foreign en- 
croachment,Indian troubles and divers other 
vexed issues of the day, and how he almost 
invariably came out the victor, are facts 
too familiar to need iteration. 

The following entertaining and graphic 
account of Jackson’s inauguration from the 
pen of a notable eye-witness, now for the 
first time published, is in the manner of a 
letter from Major General John Floyd, of 
Georgia, to his grandmother, Mrs. Mary 
Hamilton (présumably a connection of 
Alexander Hamilton), of Savannah, Ga. 
This letter was loaned me by Captain 
Robert G. Carter, United States army, 
Washington, D. C., through the courtesy of 
N. G. McAdoo, of the law firm of Pember- 
ton & McAdoo, of New York city, a grand- 
son of General Floyd, to whom it Was sent 
by a Georgia kinsman of Mrs. Mary Hamiil- 
ton, aforesaid. 

This General Floyd, the author of the 
letter (a cousin of General John B. Floyd 
of confederate fame), was a historic char- 
acter, @ man of local, state and national 
record. He was born at Beaufort, 8. C.. in 
1769, and died in Camden county Georg! 
1839. He was a son of Colonel Ch ~

Floyd, an officer of the revolution. A guc- 
cessful, wealthy, business man, he also 
took a prominent part in political and mili- 
tary affairs. As brigadier general of Ceor- 
gia militia, he commanded at the battle of 
Autossee, Ala., in 1813, with the Creek In- 
dians, in which he was severely wounded:

“The doors of the palace, facing the car 
dinal points of the republic, were thrown 
open for admission of all who chose to 
enter, regardless of character OF distince- 
tion. The rooms and avenues to them 
were literally blocked up with a motley 00- 
mixture of color and characters, composed 
of all shades of complexion, from white 
to black—damned@ black in color and dress. 

“I must now digress to tell you of the 
Virginia Floyds, the family of General 
Floyd, who arrived here not long ago. 
Mrs. Floyd is a stout woman and appears 
to be the most kind, benevolent and ami- 
able to be met with anywhere, Three of 
her sons and a daughter are with her. 
Miss Lutitia, who is a pretty, modest and 
quiet gtri, and although but fifteen years 
old, is rather above the common size, of 
good form, manner and understanding. 
The sons, although young, are stout, and 
will be large men. 

“After the inauguration was over, they, 
among many others, came to our quarters 
near the capitol to see Messrs. Benton and 
Gilmer, the former a relative of Mrs. 
Floyd. They determined to attend the new 
president’s levee. IT remonstrated against 
it, believing that the crowd would be so 
great as to preclude possibility of gratifi- 
cations, if not the practicability of admis- 
sion. They were, however, determined on 
the trial, and my gallantry was put in re- 
quisition. We accordingly mounted General 
Floyd’s carriage, drawn by four grays, and 
with difficulty got through a brigade of 
carriages to headquarters, the avenues and 
entrances to which were completely blocked 
up by the crowd, on whose heads it was 
much easier to have passed over than 
through. I left the carriage to reconnoilter, 
but the way was closed by negroes mulat- 
toes and white people, that nearly pressed 
each other to death. We waited some time, 
until the effort became as voilent to avoid 
suffocation by getting out as the rush 
had been to get in. Several  ila- 
dies got out quite exhausted and 
gasping, seemingly for breath, re- 
joicing at thefr deliverance. William Floyd, 
General Filoyr and. youn Preston—we 
formed these three young men as an ad- 
vance guard and charged! The high pres- 
sure of the throng having a little subsided, 
with considerable toil we reached the old 
chief, shook hands and passed on. 

‘To return the same way was out of the 
question. After wading through the crowd 
we gained a door that opened to a terrace, 
from which ‘we entered another room 
through a window, and from there passed 
to the East room, and after promecnading 
a while toiled again through the crowd at 
the entrance. Negroes were eating jellies 
with silver spoons! Democracy, Virginia 
triumphant! There was the order of un- 
rest and indulgence. Pickpockets made 
good use of the opportunity the occasion 
afforded. General Ashley was robbed of 
$8.30; many other sums and watches were 
stolen. One or two villains were detected 
and grabbed. These nimble-fingered gentry 
have also been busy at theaters. One gen- 
tleman lost $1,000. The president could not 
regulate or preserve order, from the con- 
nections of the scene with the commence- 
ment of his elevation. The committee of 
arrangements ought to have instructed the 
marshal to have restrained obstructions 
and preserved decorum as to the admission 
of visitors. 

‘The spectacle at the inauguration was 
grand, and spoke loudly in favor of an or- 
derly, enlightened and subordinate com- 
munity, unrestrained by anything but re- 
spect for themselves, The thousands that 
were congregated were orderly and 
respectful, although assembled from 
various parts of the union; not 
the east irregularity, impudence, or 
accident occurred during the formality of 
installing the chief of 12,000,000 of free cit- 
izens. 

“The general walked from his lodgings, 
nearly half a mile, without guards. With 
no pageantry, not the least ostentation, 
but like a private citizen, dressed in deep 
black, he approached the most dignified sta- 
tion in the whole world. Although a little 
moved, he was calm, collected and digni- 
fied. He read from manuscript his ad- 
dress, without gesticulations or exulta- 
tions. His voice was a little tremulous at 
the beginning, but he sustained himself 
very well. His address affords ho just 
ground for cavil. The immense mass was 
uncovered. Although beyond the reach of 
his voice, the attention was profoundly re- 
spectful; not the sound of a voice was 
heard but in well timed acclamation and 
approbation. 

“I must rely on your liberality to excuse 
this incongruous relation of an event that 
has produced so much excitement. 

“During the great assemblage yesterday 
the reports of cannon were heard in va- 
rious directions, which, with the platoon 
firing at the navy yard, and the band of 
music, afforded a good idea of the coming 
on of a great battle, Yours truly, 

“JOHN FLOYD.” 

Such was the beginning of Jackson's 
presidential experience. And it came to 
pass that during his administration the 
nation grew and prospered to a remarka- 
ble degree. The national debt was not 
only wiped out, but there was left a sur- 
plus; the number of banks rapidly in- 
creased; more money was put into manu- 
factories; private wealth kept pace with 
public advancement, and the sales of gov- 
ernment lands rose from $1,000,000 a year to 
$25,000,000. Two new states, Arkansas and 
Michigan, were admitted into the union. 
In practical and moral realms there were 
several notable innovations, such as the 
invention of lucifer matches, the cross! 
of the ocean by steamboats, the use o 
coal, the abolition of imprisonment for 
debt, the beginning of the temperance re. 
agitation.

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THE LATE YOUNG ALEXANDER SALVINI. 
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SalviAl is cff the stage of life. The big, 
robust fellow did not. carry the prophecy of 
death. in his face. The last time Atlan- 
tians ¢gaw him hé was strong, vigorous 
and to all appearances good for many 
years. He was in the prime of his life then 
and was enjoying his best success. 

Salvini was the king of the romantic 
stage. ‘In such parts as D’Artagnan and 
Ruy Blas he was at his best, and in such 
roles his talent found its most congenial 
exercises. He was always a favorite with 
the women. Here in Atlanta where he 
has been seen many times, the theater- 
going contingent adored him. below is 
given some of the facts of his history. 

Young Salvini’s intimates always spoke 
to and of him as “Sandro,” the diminutive 
of Alessandro, the Italian for Alexander. 
If you were frank and generous and of the 
artistic temperament it was easy to place 
yourself on an intimate footing with “San- 
dro.” ‘ 

Those who know him well know that he 
was not only the ideal actor of the romantic 
parts of the swash-buckling character, but 
that he was in his own person, intellect 
and emotions almost.as much of a D’Artag- 
nan as was the famous original. The mo 
ment thhe stepped upon the stage and out of 
the prosaic atmosphere of the real life of 
this colorless age he was himself. . His 
mind and heart were of the sixteenth, in- 
stead of the nineteenth, century. That is 
why his mangger could not induce him to 
drop the old heroes of romance for the new 
ones. 

Alexander Salvini received no encourage- 
ment from his celebrated father, who want- 
ed him tobe a civil engineer. He was born 
at Rome’on December 21, 1861, and was 
very thoroughly educated at schools in 
Naples, Florence, Genoa and in Switzerland. 
In Switzerland he learned to speak five 
langunges. There, in fact, is where he got 
his continental European pronunciation of 
English, the characteristic defects of which 
clung to him in spite of all his efforts after 
reaching this country. 

He left school with a strong: predilection 
for the stage. His father was then at the 
height of his fame. He would be the third 
of the Salvini acting Mne, for his grand- 
father had founded the historic’ dynasty 
of the family, but Tommaso remembered 
his father had been of the vagrant type of 
thespian, remembered his own youthful 
misery in consequente, and wished to save 


Alexander from a possiblé reversion to the 
grandfather’s condition in life. 

First there was an effort to place him in 
the navy. is failing, Alexander was at- 
tached to le merchant marine service, 
making two es to the Levant. Though 
like his father, of splendid physical propor- 
tions, there was something wrong with his 
constitution. His mother had died of con- 
sumption. : | 

Alexander fourd a seafaring life distaste- 
ful to him, although his health improved 
while on shipboard, and so the elder Salvini 
decided that he should become a civil en- 
gineer. To this end he was sent to a tech. 
nical school in Florence, and on the expi- 
ration of his term there came to America, 
with instructions from his father to make 
himself familiar with the country and ‘se- 
lect some place in which to locate for the 
practice of his profession. 

Alexander Salvini came to this country as 
the guest of Charles Chizzola, manager of 
Rossi, on his first tour of America. In- 
stead of selecting a place to locate as a 
civil engineer he played small parts in 
Rossi’s company, with considerable suc. 
cess. At the close of the season he es- 
tablished himself in modern quarters in 
Union Square where ‘jhe devoted himself to 
such studies as he thought would best pre- 
pare him to adopt the stage as a profes- 
sion. 

His first appearan®e in New York was 
at the Union Sqvare theater, in “Article 
7,” with Clara Morris. His appearance 
was practically unnoticed. After this he 
became ao member of Margaret Mather’s 
company and spent two seasons on the 
road. He played Romeo and Orlando, 
Claude Melnotte, Clifford ‘in “Hunchback,” 
and Rudolph in “Leah.” The romantic 
spirit of his impersonations and his hand- 
some presgnce made him a favorite. 

Young Salvini played also in “Storm 
Beaten,” ‘“‘Lights o’ London,” “The Two 
Orphans,” “A Celebrated Case” and “The 
Child of the State.” And then his father 
came to America. 

Tommaso Salvini made the best of a bad 
matter and took Alexander into his com- 
pany. He even made his son the star on 
“off nights.’’ And these nights the latter 
played Romeo and the principal role in 
“The Duke's Motto,” with an amount of 
success that would have satisfied any other 
father. But it is remembered of the tra- 
gedian that he would shake his head at the 
app!ause and regret that. “Sandro” hed 
not obeyed Ais injunction to become a re- 
spectable member of the engineering pro- 
fession.

But ail 
Catholics acknowledge that sincere belief 
in and practice of any form of Protestant- 
iam is to a large extent at least Christian 
in its essence, and therefore to be preferred 
to infidelity or to mere religious indiffer- 
ence. 

The fact is that a very large proportion 
of nominal Protestants, for one reason or 
other, rarely if ever enter a church or come 
under any Christian influences directly, 
once their Sunday school period has been 
passed. The ministers do not and cannot 
reach these great numbers of unattached 
and therefore it is that so many of these 
so-called “evangelizing’’ methods are em- 
ployed—‘’saivationists,’’ *“‘yolunteers,” “pray- 
ing bands” and the like. Now most 
of these irregular methods of gathering un- 
attached Protestants, so as to bring for a 
time at least religion to the attention of 
their minds, are open to various objections, 
among which is that “most of them tend 
to bring religion into ridicule and contempt 
because of the sensationalism that forms a 
part of most of these methods.” 

But for Mr. Moody it can be sald that he 
fs sincere, is earnest, pious, really appears 
to love God and the cause of Christ as he 
understands it, and is eminently successful 
through his zeal, eloquence and sagacity 
in presenting religion in a way to win his 
Protestant auditors back from their cold- 
ness or indifference and induce a great 
number of them to attach themselves per- 
manently to some form or other of Chris- 
tianity, even though it be one of the de- 
fective forms that compose the Protestant 
sects. And it is to be added as greatly in 
his favor that Mr. Moody has all along 
through his evangelizing career, that has 
lasted now very many years, been not only 
courteous and magnanimous, but even cor- 
dial in his references to the Catholic 
church and religion. 

When one refiects how many Catholics 
there are in all our large cities who are 
to all intents and purposes as much unat- 
tached as thé Protestants who make up 
the most part of Mr, Moody’s audictices, 
there arises a feeling of regret that we 
Catholics have not some sorts of agency 
at work corresponding to Mr. Moody and 
his work.
